The campaign for the Republican 
nomination for district four county board 
member has centered around a variety of 
issues that should give Antioch residents 
food for thought before they cast their ballots 
in the March 20 Primary.

Much of her campaign has been oriented to 
Lake Villa Township where she has attacked 
Popp's attendance record during his last 
term on the board as well as his lack of time 
spent in the office as township supervisor. 

She has also challenged the fact that if 
elected, Popp will hold three jobs— one with 
Illinois Bell, which Popp promises he will 
resign from, one as supervisor and the third 
as county board member. 

Tobolik is running hard on his well-known 
pro-growth position as demonstrated by his 
position on the controversial Heartland and 
Alter developments. His concern for growth 
and the construction jobs it provides has won

him support of trade groups, although mem- 
bership traditionally votes Democratic. 

He also has support from local taverns, 
snowmobile and outdoor groups as well as 
several key Round Lake area politicians. 

When asked about his trio of jobs, ' Popp 
eagerly produces a letter he has on file with 
Ulinios Bell advising them of his plans to 
-retire if he. is successful in his election bid_ 
"Once I've made the commitment, that's it," 
he said. 

Popp contends that Lake Villa Township is 
being run better than ever. To charges that 
clerk Dorothy Thompson actually runs the 
township, Popp is quick to credit the staff. 
"Dorothy, Jackie, Carol do an excellent job. 
The best .ingredient is people. They're good 
employes who were interviewed and placed

"In 1976 (county board member) John

tle about it, but it seems that incineration 
and landfilling the ash is the answer, and I'd 
gladly pay a little more to get that started,"

Antioch 's 
salt supply 
on target 



The latest, the heaviest, and what most 
people hope is the last, snowfall of this winter 
season started in the Antioch area late Wed- 
nesday, March 7, getting the heaviest 
through the morning of Thursday, March 8. 

Approximately four, inches piled up butthe 
village of Antioch'^ Street Dept. was 
prepared and had three plows out at 3 a.m. . 

The plows were followed by the sanding 
and salting trucks that gave their attention to 
the slippery intersections. 

According to Todd Maplethorpe, head of 
the village maintenance crews, this has been 
a normal year as far as keeping the streets of 
Antioch clear of ice and snow. 

To .date, his department has used ap- 
proximately 325_tons_of _sal t to . ke ep Jhe 
streets safe. The average amount used 
yearly ranges in the 300 ton area . — ■ - 

"We've done more sanding and salting 
than plowing this year," Maplethorpe said. 

"We usually work. 12-hour shifts during. a 
heavy snow fall, three men per shift. This 
latest one had nine men out clearing the 
streets," said Maplethorpe. 
. The Village trucks usually take care of 
plowing the streets first and then they take 
care of the parking jots, etc, 
_^So Antioch's salt reserve is hitting bottom, 
just the way its supposed to with spring 
hopefully just around the corner.

clash for coroner

Is the JLate,. Counfy 
Coroner's off ice i>euig run in 
a professional manner-, ad- 
ministered property; anoV a c,-j 
cording to the law? . 

That is the issue that has 
developed as Dr. James 
Brophy, . a dentist from 
Ingleside, and incumbent 
coroner, Barbara Richar- 
dson of Grayslake, square 
off in the Republican 
Primary. 

"I started talking about a 
lack of administration and 
professionalism and thought 
what greater charges can be 
made against an office?," 
said Dr. Brophy. "Then I 
started hearing about a lot of 
other little things that are 
going on and the others pale 
in comparison." 

Richardson says that the 
measure of professionalism 
of her office is "word and 
deed. My staff is the most 
professional of any in the 
state." 

Under her administration, 
all three sides of the 
coroner's office, the 
medo/legal sides as well as a 
third compassionate side, 
have received equal con- 
sideration, she said. - 

All of her staff have 
received top training in their 
fields and are not political 
appointees. While she will be 
looking for a new chief 
deputy, that person "won't 
have to be political. The per- 
son must have a law en- 
forcement background and 
be a. caring individual," said 
Rirhar«%:i_ 

As the campaign wears on, 
Richardson retains the cloud 
of a lawsuit filed against her 
for the alleged . political 
firing of three employes, as 
well as a state's attorney's 
investigation into charges 
filed by one of those em- 
ployes, Glen Maclntyre. 

Dr. Brophy contends that 
the office does not conduct 
inquests as specified by law, 
does not keep its records in 



bound notebooks as specified 

by law and needs to have ' 

.toxicology tal? fcfertified so its 

findings can be admissible in 

cour$.. v , 

Hesays he is concerned 
about charges of jury tam- 
♦pering, using the office for 
political purposes indudin 
mailing of election material 
in coroner's stationary off 
the Lake County postal 
meter, charges of theft from 
the deceased arid the current 
staff of political appointees 
not having the ability to 
determine the means and 
cause of death. 

Brophy said when he looks 
to the accomplishments of 
the coroner in -her year in of- 
fice he sees that four of the 
six employes of the depart- 
ment were fired, three of 
them are suing the county 
for $1.5 million charging 
they were terminated for 
political reasons, two chief 
deputies were hired to do the 
job of one, and employes 
working needed overtime to 
prepare cases for court 
prosecution were not paid 
for overtime or given com- 
pensating time off. 
, "An9 the. off ice ran over 
the all-time high budget of a 
quarter million dollars and 
had to ask for more money to 



complete the year," said Dr. 
Brophy. ' 

"When asked to account 
for the record, or debate, we 
get 'no comment', 'no 
debate' and no ac- 
countability to the public she 
serves," said Brophy. 

"If the charges are true, 
something should be done. If 
they are false, she should be 
cleared of them, but the 
issue should be resolved," 
said Brophy. 

Brophy also questioned the' 
budgeting forHhe coroner's 
office. He noted that from 
1981-82 to 1982-93, there was a 
$50,082 increase in capital 
expenditures for the depart- 
ment for the purchase of 
vehicles. However, the 
following year, the budget 
was left the same, not 
reduced, and the money 
switched from capital ex- 
penditures to salaries." . 

Richardson said the short- 
fall in the department's 
budget was due to the fact 
that the budget was based on 
the number of autopsies per- „ 
formed the year before. "We 
did 20 more autopsies so far 
this year due to reckless 
homicide and that's where 
the budget got into trouble," 
said Richardson.

Supt. Don Skidmore said; "I don't think 
you can legislate religion," and added, 
"Congress has fa*r more important social and 
political issues to resolve instead of spending 
all this time and money debating whether or 
■ not prayers can be said in public schools un- 
der the Constitution. 

Supt. Warren Polley of Antioch High 
School said that the issue actually seems to 
apply more to the elementary schools than 
the secondary ones since the students in high 
school start their rounds of. the changing 
classes immediately when school starts and 
are not together in the old homeroom sense 
where any prayers could be said. 

Polley added that he didn't like anything 
like this that would be mandated, referring 
to the possibility of prayer in school being 
made a law! 

• Upper Grade School principal Bill Herbst. 
said, "What this all boils down to is that they 
keep trying to put more responsibility on the 
schools." ' '• 

He added that he thought religious training 
should start at home. 

"If I thought it would make one bit of dif- 
ference, or make any change in the 
childrens' sense of values, I'd jump on it, but 
I don t," he said. 

All the admistra tors agreed that if school 
. prayer is legislated, it would probably not be 
much of a problem in Antioch. They all did 
express concern on how it could be handled 
inthemariy areas of the country where there 
is^jarge mi xtuTe~of~rel igions~and~ethnicr 
groups.

School had no personal opposition to prayer 
in public schools, saying any nv^yer that is 
used would have to include all religions, ad- 
ding that compiling this "would be a large 
task." r 

"It would really be better if the children 
prayed at home over breakfast with the rest 
of the family,' Kakacek said. 

Supt. Ricahrd Hogan of Grass Lake School 
said, "If a child comes to school with good 
church and home training, there will be no 
worries about prayer in school . " 

Petty School Principal Paul Hain peleives 
in the separation of church and state and 
does not think that prayer belongs in the 
public school. 

' He said the whole comparison of having 
God on our coins, prayer in Congress; and the 
fact that "God Bless America," might take 
over as our national anthem if it were put to a 
vote, but God not in our school system, 
brought up many good questions. 

"I hope that those who have to decide the 
whole thing are wiser or at least as wise as 
we," he said.

choose to break the law. 

The breaking of any law really affects 
everyone individually when you think about 
it. Not only can we be personally, physically, 
or financially harmed by a lawbreaker, but 
the cost of any criminal act indirectly is 
passed on to Mr. Average Joe, from the rise 
in taxes for law enforcement and 
penalization, down to the rise in retail prices 
because of the amortization of the cost of 
theft loss. 

What this all comes right down to is. the 
new American theology of the protection of 
the criminal in deference to the protection of 
the innocent. 

Certainly something like this could get out 
of hand, and there been cases where innocent 
people have been Unduly harassed by law en- 
forcement agencies, if we are to believe facts 
like those that have been revealed about the 
actions of the FBI under J. Edgar Hoover.

Popp also supports the sheriff's programs 
for making the department more visible in- 
cluding sending the squad cars homojvith 
deputies. Popp said that Neighborhood 
Watch programs have worked in Lake Villa 
Township and should be encouraged and 
maintained county-wide, "but usually when 
the vandalism stops they forget about the 
program," he added. 

Popp doesn't support a special taxing 
district to provide additional patrols in unin- 
corporated areas. In the past, Lake Villa 
Township has provided patrols, in 
cooperation with the sheriff, using revenue 
sharing funds, he noted.

Popp said he supports the Forest Preserve 



program for buying property along the Des 
Plaines River, "if there's a willing seller and 
a willing buyer." But in the case of the Four- 
th Lake Fen near Lindenhurst, Popp said he 
can't support the county condemning 
someone else's land.

the biggest problems are right here in An- 
tioch Township," he added. 

The county jail and courthouse should 
remain together and remain in Waukegan, 
Fields said. "If they decide to build anew jail 
and sheriff's department I may not be op- 
posed, but they can't be separated," he said. 
Fields says he "pretty much agrees" with 
the administration of County Board Chair- 
man Glenn Miller. "But sometimes things go 
thrc4igh>sCommittee that people outside of 
that committee aren't notified of so we can 
provide input. Vou don't always want to take 
the committee's recommendation." 
J\ Fields said the forest preserve's program 

to purchase land along the Des Plaines River 
is "going well. If they want further pur- 
chases outside, that, unless there's a proven 
need to enhance an existing forest preserve, 
I won't be in. favor of it," ,he added. "I'd 
never be in favor of another bond issue (to 
purchase land)." 

Fields said that he and Chairman Miller 
"get along quite well, but sometimes. we 
could use someone a little stronger." 

"It upsets me that department heads are 
running us at timesrWe need a little stronger 
person to let us know what's going on." 

The county should be involved in 
developing Lake Michigan water resources. 
"It's going to be a necessity," he added. 

Fields also supports the county's 
Framework Plan detailing future proposed 
land uses. 

"The toll ways and highways have planned 
our county, like it or not," said Fields, who 
believes the county will still be relying on the 
zoning board of appeals. "It will be three or 
four years before we'll implement' it in 
rezoriing land from the zoning that now 
exists," he added. 

Fields said that law enforcement in the 
county is improving and the visibility 
program has been a big help in the unin- 
corporated areas. "It's my observation that 
there's been better cooperation under Bab- 
cox between the deputies and 
municipalities," Fields added. 

He said he is opposed to a special taxing 
district to provide for additional patrols in 
unincorporated areas. 

Joe Tobolik says he is dismayed that most 
-residents-either-don-t-know-what-a-county- 
board member is, or they're not registered to 
vote. 

He sees the main issue in the campaign as 
taxes. "Legal fees for the Alter and other 
lawsuits have to be paid by someone and 
that's the taxpayers. The county board is 
placing them in an awkward position and our 
tax structure is getting pretty stiff," said 
Tobolik. ' 
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"People are looking for good jobs for 
decent ' wages," says Tobolik, and; en- 
courging growth and development in Lake 
County is oneway of helping to provide them. 

Tobolik isn't convinced that incinerating 
garbage is the way to go. There are 200 in- 
cinerators in the U;S., he points out They are 
qostly to start up and not one is economically 
feasible, he contends. "And there is no 
demand for the by-products;" he warned. 

"To make an incinerator worthwhile, you , 
need a certain volume of garbage and. that 
means a committment from all the villages 
in the county to use it. We can't even get" the 
five villages in the Round Lake area to agree . 
on some things. How can, we get 47 in the - 
county?" Tobolik questioned. 

"If there was effective machinery, don't 
you think every county in the country would 
, have one? The problems we're talking about 
are not unique to Lake County," he added. 

Tobolik, who is employed in the adult 
probation department with Lake County, 
sees a serious, concern for jail facilities. 
"When there's too many in jail we have to let 
out the ones with a lesser potential for 
creating problems to society," he explained. 

"We need to expand the facility either by 
enlarging the present one or building a 
satellite. Either way we're talking more 
dollars from the taxpayer. Soon our 
priorities and concerns have to get down to 
dollar values," said Tobolik. 

He also believes that county board mem- 
bers, especially in district four, should be in- 
volved in improvingthe Chain 0' .Lakes, 

Calling it "our best natural resource" 
Tobolik said the county should do everything 
in its power to work with legislators, and at 
the county level, to provide for legislation to 
clean up the lakes "and restore the vitality." 
r- — "We!re the third largest countyJn the state 
and project a lot of votes in major elections" 
and the county politicians are not using that 
political influence sufficiently at the state 
level', Tobolik believes. 

District Four County Board members 
should also be -an integral part of the 
proposed Chain 0' Lakes*-Fox River 
Management Agency. 

"Right now it's a big secret. I think the 
board members, especially district : four, 
should be encompassed into the body, not as 
members of the commission, but they should 
know what's going on. and then be ac- 
countable to the taxpayers of the district. 
They should be intelligent enought to be able 
to answer questions of their constituents as 
to what's happening and be available to 
provide input to the commission," Tobolik 
believes. 

"Even though it's not.a county board issue, 
they shouldn't be looking the other way on 



^something that involves all four townships in 
district four," he added. 

Tobolik disputes charges that he didn't 
represent the best interests of all the residen- 
ts of district four when he asked for a legal 
opinion on the county's agreement with 
Grayslake that blocked the Alter develop- 
ment in Round Lake Park and led to the $28 
million lawsuit. 

"I asked for the legal opinion and Norm 
Geary introduced the motion to block it. Joe 
Tobolik had the guts to face the opposition, 
yet he's painted as the guy in the black hat. I 
proved them wrong," he said, pointing 
toward the recent jury decision which went 
against the county and Village of Grayslake. 
"Geary didn't want that opinion and it's 
going to end up costing us $28 million and 
that too comes right back to the taxpayer," 
he added. 

Tobolik believes that enough has been 
spent to'buy forest preserve district land. He 
points out that although a $29 million bond 
issue was passed to buy the land, because of 
interest, the county has spent well over $35 
million, using the interest to buy more land. 

"I believe that money should have been 
used to pay off the bonds and defray the cost 
to the taxpayers. The people approved $29 
million for land and by going beyond that 
they - ( forest-preserve) - acted~not~in good 
faith," said Tobolik. 

"I'm enthusiastic and aggressive and will 
match my attendance record against any 
board member," said Tobolik. .."I'm not 
always right, but I always stood up and was 
counted. I was always in my seat when roll 
was called." 

Tobolik also contends that a state's at- 
torney ruling, which was made but never en- 
forced, and says a supervisor who is a county 
board member, can't vote on budgets* or'con- 
. tracts, should be enforced. 

"The law is the lawr Why- doesn't the 
state's attorney do something about it?" said 
Tobolik. "Geary, as chairman of the finance 
committee, is involved in every motion on 
budgets and contracts. It's^ an issue the 
state's attorney doesn't want to handle

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because there are five supervisors on the 
county board who are Republican and in- 
fluential in the community. 

"I'd clean it up now before his opponent ' 
gets a chance to attack him on it," said 
Tobolik. 

In summary, Tobolik said "people don't 
care what you did yesterday. That may help 
to stabilize you as consistant or dependable, 
but people want to know what you'll do for 
them tomorrow." 

Janet Kapischke believes that attendance 
is a key to the election. People need to elect 
someone they know will attend committee 
meetings and voice an opinion and have time 
tojdevote to the county board. 

As an example, she points to the- im- 
plementation -of the five-digit house num- 
bering system in the county, which she called 
"a bombshell" when it-was put into affect, 
especially affecting the fourth district. 

"Where was our representation? Doing 
two jobs or not doing the job at all. When 
something like that takes place and people 
feel like government is really complicating 
their lives for no apparent reason, this is a 
sign that their representatives are too busy 
or just plain not functioning. 

"It seems that a lot of people in district 
four doggedly oppose everything that takes 
place at the county level. There is no way we 
can secede from county government so we 
serve our own interests by sending people to 
represent us who will take the time to find 
out exactly what every issue means and how 
f it will impact west. Lake County," said 
Kapischke. 

Kapischke believes that incineration may 
be a step toward curing the solid waste 
problem, "if we make sure we have total 
cooperation among our villages and 
municipalities. If we have a customer for all 
the energy we generate, then.it would seem a 
good idea.'' 

She would like to see the county build a 
smaller facility first and then expand when 
that is proven a winner. 

Landfills will still be needed, "but

She would also like to contribute toward 
•'finding a more efficient method of resolving 
building and zoning violations. This can

Many things dictate growth, said the can- 
didate, and it's the job of the county board to 
plan for the good of the entire county. 

"Geographically, we can't l avoid develop- 
ment.

As problems the county faces become 
more complex, county board members need 
to rely on the expertise of the staff. ,"A coun- 
ty board member can't be an expert on 
health care, solid waste, transportation and 
zoning. But- they have to be able tp sift the 
facts and makea decision," Kapischke said. 

Kapischke said she has, and plans to, 
-represent every_taxpayer-i.n the district and 
opposes the idea of electing a representative 
from each township. "If that's a valid idea, 
why would a taxpayer in Grayslake want to

contribute to my salary (in taxes) or vote for 
me?" she questioned. 

The County Board is moving toward the 
goal of* solving its problems of 'the jail and 
courthouse crowdings instead of allowing 
them to languish. ''The* current- ad.. 
ministration has gotten a lot done and when I 
was on the board we got a lot done," said 
Kapsichke. 

"I suppose we'll be mandated to provide, 
another (jail) facility. I think we have to 
reach the point where the prison population 
Will have to contribute to their own keep.. 
They're going to have to lend a hand to 
justify their stay,!' she continued. 

Sfre has no.s'trong feelings on where a new 
facility -should, be located. "The committee 
that sits on that will have a duty to do," she 
'added. ' ' t . . - 

She believes that the county should now 
begin working on development of the forest 
preserves that exist. "It's time for the people 
to use and enjoy the land we have. 10 years 
from now, district four will be greatful-for 
the (forest preserve) land they have. The 
beauty of, the land is fast diminishing.

Kapischke said she would. like to see the 
county do something for the Chain, "it's a 
priceless resource, but the tax dollar pie is 
only so big and the expenditures have to be 
placed in order of importance," she said.

That's one 
of the things I hear," said Kapischke. 

"County government should do for the 
people what they can't do for themselves," 
she added.

tamper with the jury and it's 
not possible anyway," said 
Richardson. "The jurors all 
have a strong mind of their 

own. «=,«=-—, 

"I plead guilty to having 
employes run errands for me 
on occasion. I've done it for 
people I've worked with too. 

"All of the charges are un- 
der investigation by the 
state's attorney's office, but 
I • know I haven't done 
anything wrong. When that 
day comes, I don't want the 
job any more," said Richar- 
dson, i 

* "There is no politics in the 
office. You can ask anyone 
who wprks there. AH I ask is - 
that they do the most 
professional job they can do. 
That's their support of my 
candidacy," said Richar- 
dson. "I'm the politician, 
and only because I have to be 
because it's a political 
position. But I like to think 
what I'm doing • as a 
politician is professional at 
•all times," she added. 



"We have a very busy of- 
fice and it can't be done by 
one person. It's not a 
medical office. The coroner 
is the administrator/' 
Richardson explained. "We 
don't require the sheriff to be 
in law enforcement or the 
treasurer to be a banker or 
the circuit court clerk an at- 
torney. 

"We are a team because 
we have to be. Everyone 
does the job that has to be 
done and everyone has to get 
along," she aded. 

Prior to being named 
coroner, Richardson was' 
deput y coroner and ad - 
ministrative assistant for six 
years. She explained that 
there is no resemblence in 
the coroner's office today 
and that prior to 1976. 

"When I went to work for 
Mickey (Babcox, former 
coroner, how sheriff), one 
assignment I was given was 
to change the image of the 
office and make people 
aware of what it is all about. 
It's an ongoing educational 
opportunity. 

"Exce pt for a little 



of those qualify her to be 
coroner. He contends he is 
infinately more qualified 
having studied biology at 
Loyola__JJni^ersity and 
physics at Roosevelt Univer- 
sity, receiving his dental 
degree at Loyola University 
where he also serves as 
assistant professor at Loyola 
Medical Center; 

He served as deputy 
coroner and forensic odon- 
tologist from 1979-82, was in- 
volved, in the Armed, Forces 
Institute of Pathology, 
graduating in forensic

"I've been interested in 
the office (coroner) for 10 
years and working toward 
my credentials," said 
Brophy. He said appointing 
Richardson as coroner was 
like promoting a private to 
general and asking him to 
evaluate the other generals 
who graduated from West 
Point. 

"She doesn't have* the 
training to evaluate the 
equipment or personnel on 
that level," Brophy charged. 

Both candidates have 
plans for the office if elected. 

Dr. Brophy said his are all 
important and will cost very 
little money. 

They include establishing 
a procedure manual and 
establishing office policy; 
bringing the current staff up 
to date in training, education 
and techniques Jo 



segment of government, 
most people have no idea 
what we're doing.

Richardson said she is in 
the process of organizing an 
immediate grief support 
group. "We have something 
for widows and suicides but 
nothing for someone sud* 
denly thrust into a grieving 
situation," said Richardson. 
"Until the death of my 
...brother last fall I • didn't 
realize the need; but I didn't 
know where to go with my 
grief." T~p 

She also sees a need for in- 
-service training for all 
faculty of all schools in the 
county. "They are forced to 
ideal with death and dying 
nearly every day, whether 
it's a bird orguppy or grand- 



pa or the lady who works in 
the cafeteria. 

"We had a playground 
death in Waukegan and 200 
people in the school wit- 
nessed the death, yet they 
knew nothing about what to 
do about it," said Richar- 
dson. "They tried to ignore it 
hoping it would go away.' ' 

"The time has come that 
we have to find a way to 
train them to deal with it. 
Those two will be my thrust 



this year," she added. 

Efforts will continue in the 
areas of alcoholism and drug 
abuse. "We have to get an 
educational process to the 
kids in the schools. It's an 
ongoing thing. 

"I know the personnel the 
department needs and I have 
professionalized it. I coach 
the team, head the corps, 
supervise, authorize and in- 
vestigate, and I'm the only 
one on call 24-hours a day," 



said Richardson. _ _ 

"The programs I Have 
suggested for the office are a. 
mix of administrative im- 
provements and.medical ad- 
vances," said Dr. Brophy. 
"Someone without an 
adequate background could 
not even conceive of these 
ideas, let alone implement 
them. I have published my 
education, .my experience 
and my training that 
qualifies me to bring the
